WITH THE FRENTH ARMIES NEAR
COMBLES, Sept. 20

Horwes, lnshed Into a furious gsilop by
mad riders, dashing forward over o sunken
road with huxe gquantities of ammunition ;
naropianes, hovering abave vulture-like,
awalting the fill of Combles; men, Wweont-
ing, fighting thelr way forward over whell-
pocked roads In terrible shell-fire

These ware some of the dramatie seenes
that preceded the caplure of the strongly
fortifled village that had blocked the Allled
advince north of the Somme

The eventful caplure of Combles hecame
R ocertainty on Tuesday
Freanch cavalry patrols,
eastward, and English oavalry patrols,
thrusting southeastward, met east of Com-
bles. They thus completely enetroled’ the
village, cutting off the last communications
with the German army In the rear
On tha same morning 1 approsched Com-
bles from the west, marting from Marl-
court, the junction point from which the
French and English offennive was lnunched
July 1, and traversing each sucosssive step
In tha advance made In the Intervening
three months toward the attainiment of thia
first great objectivee. When we arrived
within less than & mile and a guarter of
Combles the town itself was then undar-
going the final bombardment and assault.

Although Combles was a mers vilinge of
1600 inhablitants, the Germans had so fortl-
flad avery house, especially tha cellars,
where machine guns were Inatalled, that
the Allies were forced to employ nlege
methods. They completely encireled the
town with thelr heavy artillery, which
gradually closed in with every advance of
the Infantry lines.

HEAVY GUNS HEROES OF BATTLE
‘ THAT GAVE COMBLES TO ALLIES

Great Soulless Monsters Played Star Role in Thrilling
Drama—Aeroplanes Swooped Down on Positions
Like Vultures, While Men Fought Like
Beasts for Possesswn of Village

This method
marks the Allled advance on the entire
thirty-mile Bomme front.

Reaching Maurepas, which s bul & miis
and & quarter from Comblos. we had & vivid
Impresnion of the sctual state of affairs In
Combles, which wis then undergoing Lhe
same bombardment that preceded the cap
ture of Maurepasn. Maurepas, Instead of
being simply levaled to the ground by Allied
artiliery like other Somme villages during
the first few weekn of the offensive, had been
Mtarally driven into ths ground hy ter-
rifla shell pounding. Ths village had nl-
monst digappeared from the surface of the
earth, feaving oniy the nak=d wsite, pook-
marked by shells like the surrounding open
country.
